Should this item be approved, this grant agreement will support construction and
equipment improvements to Bower's Mansion Pool. The improvements will include
replacement of the pump system, filtration system, chemical system, piping and electrical
upgrades. Much of the current mechanical system is 50 years old, and has exceeded its
usefu1life.

BACKGROT'NI)

This Grant Agreement will support construction and equipment improvements to the
Bower's Mansion Pool. The improvements will include replacement of the pump system,
filtration system, chemical system, piping and electrical upgrades.

Much of the current mechanical system is 50 years old, and has exceeded its useful life.
The existing system does not meet current Health Code requirements, is not efficient, and
consistently fails causing downtime and pool closures throughout the summer season.

This grant will provide much needed upgrades to the mechanical system and will
integrate new technology and provide operational efficiencies. Without these

improvements, a critical failure of the aged system is highly likely and would result in
closure of the facility.
